Lancaster, Ky., June 5. 1908. 

Tlie Senate passi'd the Aklricii- 
Vrt'e land currency hiil by a vote of 4;> 
to 22, this action beinj; taken after a 
(lav devoted t o a tilibustrr a^rainst the 
mea.sure. Senators Stone, of Missouri, 
and Gore, of Oklahoma, occupied ihe 
time of the Senate after 7:03 o'clock 
yesteidiif morning, when Jlr La 
FoUette loMrai. Xr La Folleite 
broke the leettd for tear ■peechei, 
boMhif the floor ooatiaaoaBly for 
eighteoi horns and forty three ndn- 
ates. 

Mr Gore charged that the bill con- 
tinues the ancient practice of farming 
out to private corporations the sover- 
eitjn prero;;ative of coining' the cur- 
rency of the realm, a practice whicli is 
as vicious as is the practice of farming 
out the power to collect taxes. 

"The pfinriin^' measure is the ije^rin 
ninn of a new system and it is tlie Ijc- 
trinninK of a bad system,'" he declared. 
"It appears here under the specious- 
name of an emergenc? currency and 
it is being passed hf eawrgency tac 
tics. State coaaty and aiuncipal 
bonds in this meanire are aukie tlie 
basis of aa honest caneaey. I predict 
that wItMa from tea to twenty yean 
these aeenrities will be nuMle the basis 
not or an honest correaey, bat of oar 
or dinary currency." 

While it may be helpful, in times of 
financial trouble, it may react in a way 
that would prtive liurtful to the 
masses. It was passed luirricdly, as a 
compromise measure and savors of 
politics, in seeking' to cure clTi cts of 
the panic and reconcile the million 
of labores tn the party in power.
